AN ACT to authoriz2 the discontinuance or alteration of certain
territonial roads.

Thomas Lanunon, Garret M. Fitzgerald and Anson H. Taylor
are hereby appointed commissioners to vacate or alter so much of a terri-
torial road leading from Racine to Prairieville as runs through the town
of Franklin Milwaukee county and the town of Muskego Waukesha
county or any part thereof as said commissioners shall think proper.

Skc. 3. J. E. Arncid, John Teter Rose and Harmon Gruby are hereby
appoibted commissioners to aller or discontirue so much of a territorial
